Three government bills were introduced 
and read afirst time. Mr. Fraser submitted 
to the house a draft of hia bill respecting 
th hours of employment of persons working 
in shopsand stores, The bill is supplement- 
al to the factory act, under which girls 
under the age of 14 and boys under the age 
12 are prohibited from working in factories, 
The latter act also limited the hours of 
labor to 60 per week. Mr. Fraser's new 
bill is a local option measure permitting the 
corporaties of cities, towns and villages to 
adopt it whenever they desire. The prin- 
cipal provision of the bill is found in a clause 
limiting the hours of employment in chops 
and stores to 74 per week. No limit is set 
tothe number of hours per day, but the 
total number of hours per week must not 
aggregate more thun the above number, 

The attorney-general introduced u bill 
respecting auxiliary probates and letters of 
administration, This act provides that 
probates granted in all the provinces of the 
Dominion shall be recognized in the courts 
of Ontario, He also stated that ia time 
probates granted in the other colonies and 
in the Britieh Empire itself would probably 
be also valid in Canada, Read a first time. 

The attorney-general introduced another 
bill respecting the law of alimony. The 
bill provides for a simpler and cieaper pro- 
cess of injured wives recovering ali:nony 
from their husbands, The act is framed 
from an English statute, introduced a couple 
of years ago and found to work very 
satisfactorily. Bill read a first time, 

On Monday auumber of petitions were 
presented. The Attorney-General intro- 
duced a bill respecting the Revised Statutes. 
Mr, Meredith said it was time the Revised 
Ststutes were in the hands of the people. 
He inquired the cause of th: delay. Mr. 
Mowat replied it was on account of certain 
tables. They would be put in the hands of 
the people as speedily as possible. 

The Provincial Secretary presented a 
number of orders in-council referring to 

rinting text books, raising the Chatham 

igh School to the status of a Collegiate In- 
stitute, and regulations respecting the Edu- 
cution Department and the Factory Act, 

Hon. M. Hardy also presented the report 
of the Public School Inspector in regard to 
the French Schools in Prescott aud Russell. 
There are sixty-five French schools in these 
counties. ‘Lhe Inspector, Mr, O. Dufard, 
says; ‘'The schools are doing better work 
than when under the supervision ot Eng- 
lish inspectors, who had not enough kuow- 
ledye of French to address the pupils in 
their mother tongue, much less to correct 
the pronunciation and examine in the vari» 
ous subjects taught.” The Inspector con- 
tinues: ‘“‘As it has been publicly asserted 
that the French are particularly averse to 
having English taught, I must mention that 
forty-three teachers and four assistants 
teacn English reading and spelling, and iu 
some cases the translation of English into 
French is also taught. ‘Lwenty-seven teach 
nothing but French, but of these twenty-one 
have a knowledge of English, so that there 
are only six teachers who have no know- 
ledge of English.” 

Hon.M r, Hardy also laid reports from the 
Inspector of Prisons aud Public Charities 
before the House. The attendance at the 
Institute for the Deaf and Dumb, at Belle- 
ville, on Sept. 6th was 238, 141 boys and 97 
girls. ‘Lhe total expenditure at this insti- 
tute in 1887 was $39,695.01, or $171.10 0 
pupil. In 1886 it was $41,029.71, or $168.84 
a pupil. At the Institute for the Blind at 
Brantford there§were 135 in attendance, 80 
males and 55 females. The expenses for 
1887 were $32,887.94, or $247.27 a pupil. 
In 1886 the expenses were $i 74.75, or 
$246.78 a pupil.

The plans 
of Mr. Hanley were adopted for the erection 
of the gaolor's house and remodelling of the 
old residence for prison purposes, These 
changes will cost ubout $3,000, Messrs. 
Hurley, Farley and W. R. Aylaworth were 
appointed a committee to direct thin work, 
The Clerk was directed to inform parties 
interested that it had no objections to the 
proposed improvements on the Madawaska 
river. The council objected to reducing the 
number of grand and petit jurors, though 
the county could do with ono third of the 
number.

(6) Thatthe superinten- 
dent be instructed to repair the fence across 
Ross's flats, in 4th concession ‘Lhurlow, to 
preveat snow drifts. (7) Thatin addition to 
those roads upon which all expenditures 
made by the county have been laid out 
directly by and under the provision of the 
gravel road superintendent for a number of 
years past the following lines of roads be 
assumed by by-law as county gravel rcads 
and placed directly under the supervision of 
the superintendent, viz: Road leading from 
Bogart to Stoco, in Hungerford, 3 miles; 
road leading from Hazard’s Corners to Allen 
Settlemext Church, in Madox, 4 miles; road 
leading from Gordon's bridge suutherly to 
front of 2ud con, of ‘Sidney, 1}. miles; road 
leading from Frankford'to Murray town 
line, 4 mile; read from brick school house in 
5th con, of Sidney south to 3rd con., thence 
easterly to Aikin’s church, 3} miles; road 
from west side of lot 4, in the 5th con, 
Thurlow, N, easterly to K. 4 of lot 10, thence 
east to lot 20, between 6th and 7th con., 44 
miles; road from Lonsdale northerly to 8th 
con, in the township of ‘l'yendinaga, 44 miles: 
road from Thwait’s corners, in Tudor, to 
town line Tudor, on St. Ola road, 3 miles: 
road from Madoc gravelled road, in 9th con. 
Huntingdon, easterly to Hungerford, 3 miles;

The deepest bore hole in Kurope is at 
Schladebach, near Kotschau station, on the 
railway between Corbeths and Leinz'g, aud 
was undertaken by the Prussian Goverment 
in search of coal.

Bismarck at Home. 


As we are all interested to know some 
thing of the private life and habits of the 
great men who rule nations, we give our 
readers the benefit of some pen pictures 
which appeared in Harper's Magazine some 
time ago, but will be read anew with pleas- 
uro, since, at this time, our thoughts are 
turned so frequently toward Germany and 
its singularly powerful chancellor, 

The writer of the article referred to 
states, that while a desire to know some 
thing of the inner life of our great contem- 
poraries may look like curiosity, it is an 
amiable curiosity, for, as a rule, it ia con- 
neoted with a desire to see one who has been 
successful in great things, fortunate in small 
things as well, and happy in his home life. 
Bismarck in his home is not the man of 
blood and iron which many people suppose 
him to be. By his wise choice of a wife he 
established for himself a happy home in 
which his domestic nature has received a 
manifold and fruitful development. His 
wife is nine years younger than her hus- 
band, and was the daughter of a quiet, god- 
ly Pomeranian home, She was strictly and 
piously brought up, but is of a cheerful and 
lively disposition, endowed with a con- 
siderable amount of mother-wit, and pos- 
seesed of excellent taste. She is a fine 
pianist, and a careful and thrifty housewife. 
During all these years she has shared intel- 
ligently her husband’s hopes and cares, even 
the political ones, 

Bismarck never neglects his wife when 
away from the city on official duties, In 
his letters he addresses her as ‘‘My darling” 
(mein Herz), ‘‘ My best beloved !” He sends 


her jasmine from Peterhof ; he promises her 
edelweiss from Gastein. From the royal 
castle at Ofen he bids her ‘‘good-night from 
far away,” and recalls the time when she 
brought sunshine into his bachelor life, and 
longs for her and their children, The Prince 
has three children—a daughter, the Coun- 
tess Mary, who was born in 1848, and mar- 
ried eight years since Count Rsntzan, and 
two sons, Counts Herbert and William—the 
eldest in the diplomatic service, The Prince 
has several grandchildren, sturdy little fel- 
lows, who occasionally pay a visit to their 
grandfather's palace, 

Prince Bismarck isa deeply religious man, 
When he began to take an active part in 
politics, he did so with the conviction that 
Christianity was a firm bulwark against the 
revolutionary epirit of the age, and the feel- 
ing that, amidst all the storms and troubles 
by which he was surrounded, in God he had 
& sure support and a never. failing source of

A New Type of Horse. 


The (Chicago) Western Rural says :— 

“Senator Palmer, of Michigan, it is said, is 
about to try the experiment of breeding 
pure Arabian horses with Percherons, hop- 
ane thereby, to raise in this country a breed 
of horses superior to anything we now have, 
B. W. Cottrell, the superintendent of Sena- 
tor Palmer's fine farm near Detroit, sailed 
from New York on Wednesday last on the 
Aller. He will land at Southampton and 
from their go to LaPerche, in France, the 
home of the celebrated Percheron horse, 
Mr, Cottrell will purchase at La Perche 
thirty or forty Percheron stallions and mares 
for Senator Palmer’s farm. These horses 
will not be imported until spring, but Mr. 
Palmer's agent goes thus early to secure the 
pick of the market. Mr, Cottrell will also 
consult M. Charles Du Hays, the head of the 
Bureau of Hippgnes in the Department of 
Bpromnte of France, as to the best method 
of transporting Arabian horses from Damas- 
cus to Marseilles, whence they can be taken 
to Havre for shipment to America with the 
Percherors. If Mr. Cottrell receives en- 
couraging information'from M, Da Hays re- 
garding the easy transportation of horses 
rom Arabia he will go to Jerusalem, and, 
with one United States Consul there, Mr. 
Henry Gilman, go over to Damascus, ‘There 
he will purchase five full-blooded Arabian 
horses and return with them to France and 
the United States. 

“* Senator Palmer has an idea that by lon 
and intelligent in-breeding a new type of 
horse may be created, or the best quality of 
the old type re-enforced by the crossing of 
the Arab horse upon the Percheron mare, 
and vice versa, If his experiments werrant 
it he will continue in-breeding. If Senator 
Palmer's agent finds that the transhipmont 
of horses from the Damascus seaboard to 
Marseilles is impracticable he will go to 
Tangiers and see what can be done toward 
securing the barb or Arab horses there. He 
expects to have no trouble in purchasing the 
fme animals he desires. All the thorough- 
bred horses in Arabia are owned by the war 
chiefs and the ‘wealthy and distinguished 
citizens. This is the reason that the coarser, 
inferior breeds’ are never reared, The cele- 
brated Arab horses nad their origin in the 
district of Nejd, the very place ica they 
are to be found to-day. Capture in war, 
gift or legacy are the only recognized modes 
of transfer of the horses. Hence the com- 
mercial export of Nejd horses has never 
been established, All worke that have been 
written about Arabia and the celebrated 
horses say that he is a deceiver who over 
boasted of having purchased a horse there. 


A few, the Arabians admit, have been 
carried across the frontier by war victors 
and a fow given as presents to distinguished 
pe p'e. Tho prohibition of the exportation 
of Nejd horses is nothing more than a sys- 


tom of monopoly by a protective system, 
and no one seems to gain by it. Senator 
Palmer has given a great amount of atudy 
to the subject of breeding thoroughbreds. 
His agent has detailed instructions, and 
they hope to bring to this country for breed- 
ing purposes some of the finest Arabian 
horses existing.”

manner to those of the lion. Tigers are 
more treacherous, and will spring at a 
keeper unexpectedly and without any warn- 
ing whatever. They are drugged and kept 
chained for a long time, and often flogged 
into submission, 

Leopards and panthers are easily tamed, 
With the wolf and the hyena the keepers 
fear only the teeth. They are ‘‘dog-footed,’ 
and do not strike like a cat animal. Their 
teeth are cut, and a good club will do the 
rest. 

The operation upon the long tusks of the 
baboon is so painfu: and apparently so in- 
humane as to call for Henry Bergh’s inter- 
ference. The keeper will secure a baboon’s 
paws and legs and draw the creature close 
up to the bars of his cage. The head will 
be tied also, After he is made fast his long 
tusks are sawed off. The baboon is subject 
to toothache, and his teeth are extremely 
sensitive, When the saw cuts through to 
the nerve the poor beast will utter the most 
piercing shrieks and howls. To allay the 
pain, toothache drops of oil of cloves, oil of 
cajeput and chloroform are poured in the 
teeth and tar rubbed on to keep out the air, 

After the operation is over the keeper re- 
treats, the fastening is removed and the ba- 
boon allowed to recover, After such an 
operation a baboon seldom shows a disposi- 
tion to attack a man, It is, therefore, not 
so wonderful after all that the man-eaters 
and all sorts of carnivorous animals are 
paraded through the streets with keepers 
among them, ‘Timid people should take 
heart and remember that animals clipped, 
drugged and chained in cages are not pos 
seased of such ferocious instincts as those of 
their native wilds.

Eagle-liawking,. 

The eagles of Northern Scotland are de- 
structive to fawns and lambs. An old 
writer, describing the Western Islands of 
Scotland, saya the black eagle fixes its tulons 
between the deer’s horns, and beating its 
wings about the animals eyes, causes the 
animal to run till it falis over a precipice, 
when it becomes a prey to the cunning 
hunter, 

A more modern author tells an anecdote 
of an eagle which was torn apart by its 
prey. On the edge of a wood, at the base 
of Craig Tollie, an eagle pounced upon a 
roe-deer, and deeply fixed its talons in the 
poor beast’s side, 

The roe, taking to the wood, was near 
crushing the eagle against the trees, The 
eagle clutched at a branch with the claws of 
one foot, still holding on to the roe with the 
other foot, But theepeed of the deer was 
#0 great that the bird was torn in two, One 
part of its body was found fixed to the deer, 
and the other in the tree. he deer died 
from loss of blood, 

The author, to support the credibility of 
the anecdote, quotes from a writer on Rus- 
sian Asia, who saya the Kirghiz train eagles 
to fly at wolves, “A strap of stout leather is 
fastened round each leg of the bird, allow: 
ing ten inches play. 

When the wolf is sighted the eagle is 


flown, Assoon asthe bird seizes the ani- 
mal it plants one foot firmly in hia loins and 
drags the other along the ground, clutching 
et area weeds, anything that gives o little 
nold, 

Should the wolf turn, the eagle pecks at 
his eyes with its powerful beak. Tho pow- 
erful drag on the animal’s back causes him 
to go 80 slowly that the hunter easily over

There are traces of superstition in Bis- 
marck. He does not like to have any one 
suggest what shall be done after a certuin 
conquest, He once said under such circum- 
stances, ‘‘ We should not speak of the bear- 
skin until we have shot our bear, I admit 
that I am superstitious in these matters.” 
He never liked to sit at table with thirteen, 
to undertake a new thing on Friday, 
nor even to go hunting on that day. He 
hesitated a long time to accept the title of 
Count, because he knew that a number of 
Pomeranian families who had acquired that 
title had become extinct in a short time, and 
appreciating how much Germany needed 
his services, he eaid, ‘*The country cannot 
afford it.” 

The Frince is extremely fond of nature, of 
beautiful landscapes, of country sports, the 
life of the woods and fields. He says himeelf 
that he loves the sea like asweetheart. He 
wrote once to his sister while in the midst 
of many cares, ‘‘I am regularly homesick, 
and long for the country and the woods, 
and nothing to do, with the appropriate ac- 
companiments of a loving wife, and nice, 
well-conducted children.” And again, in 
1864, to his wife: ‘*I wish some intrigue 
or other would bring another ministry into 

ower, so that I could honorably turn my 
Pack on this never ceasing ink-stream and 
live quietly in the country. The restless- 
ness of existence is unbearable, It is no life 
for an honest country gentleman,” 


The account of his life, when for a time 
he leaves the cares of state and revels in the 
delights of his old home in Pomerania, or 
his seat in the heart of the Sachsenwald, 
are delightful. His love of animals is well 
known, and his pleasures in the chase, and 
in horse exercise, His Danish hound be- 
came quite o Peomeae character, and 
among his pete he has had four half-tamed 
foxes, and several young bears, He was a 
fine marksman, and acquired in his early 
days a reputation asa sportsman in nearly 
every country of Europe, His collected 
trophies in the shape of antlers and skins 
for his walls and rooms are many and vari- 
oua, 

The Chancellor is not an eloquent speaker 
and has not an exalted opinion of orators. 
He said, speaking of them: '*When a man 
has the misfortune to be an orator, he makes 
speeches which are too long and too frequent, 
The gift of eloquence has dono a great deal 
of harm in parliamentary life, for every one 
who thinks he is able to speak must have 
his say whether he has anything worth con- 
tributing to the discussion or not. ‘The con- 
sequence will be that eloquence will come 
to be looked upon ag a public nuisance, and 
will be punished accordingly, when it is 
guilty of a long speech.” 

Historical ond geographical subjects have 
a special attraction for the Prince, while he 
reads’ much on social and plitical qu eations, 
He is quite o linguist, speoaking with fluency 
several languages, and exceedingly fond of 
Shakespeare and Goethe, He talks little 
on art or artists, and his homes are furnish- 
ed in the simpleststyle, witb rather a notice- 
able lack of fine pictures, He onjoys 
music with real German delight, and is ap- 
preciative of his wife’s musical abililties, 
writing of her, ‘I long for you and the 
children, blended with the sunset and Beeth- 
oven,” 

As a diplomatist Bismarck keeps a good 
table, but usually eats but one meat a day, 
and a very hearty one, after six o'clock in

Terms Defined. 


Woe have received froma subsciiber a re- 
quest to define Commercial Union and Unre- 
stricted Reciprocity with the United States, 
and also to distinguish between Commercial 
Union and Annexation, 

Commercial Union would require a com- 
mon tariff with similar duties collected at 
the ports of the united countries on impor- 
tations from the rest of the world, and with 
total freedom of commerce between them, 
so that they would in commercial matters 
become one country, and ultimately one 
country politically. 

Unrestricted Reciprocity, so far as it is 
not used merely to contuse ideas, would 
seem to imply free trade between the two 
two countries, in all their own products 
whether natural or manvfacturcd, It 
would not be workable in practice with- 
out a similarity of tariffs, and this would 

meen that Conada*would have to vllow the 
tariff to be framed and altered by the Unit- 
ed States almost withont check, for in both 
countries the rule of the majority is the law, 
and a mivority of one twelfth of the joint 
populstion could not expect its views to 
prevail over those of the eleven-twelfths. 
Ccmmercial Union is distinguished from 
Annexation in that it is only Annexation for 
matters of commerce, trade, manufacturing 
and kindred affairs. As it covers the most 
important worldly interests of a people, id 
differs little in practice from complete annex- 
ation, in which, unless there has beena 
rupture and a war, it has always ended.

In this age of a strong powerful city press 
we would like to put forward a few pleas for 
the support of the more humble, less pre- 
tentious, but in ita own small way os useful, 
village paper. Without the advantage of 
the very latest improvements in machinery, 
without the immense advertising patronage 
there igno doubt the country paper cannot 
offer the same large choice and well assorted 
amount of reading matter for the same money 
as its large city contemporary. But at the 
same time it has functions to perform which 
are auxiliary and not antagonistic to the city 
paper. ‘To watch over and mould the small- 
er and at the same time closer interests of 
the community in which it exists is the pro- 
vince of the local paper, In these hard times 
when every one is cutting down expenses it 
often happens that the poor local vaper is 
sacrificed to the Goddess of Economy. Now 
on the frinciple of getting a return for what 
you give, the large metropolitan paper is the 
one which should be sacrificed. It is just 
like a man keeping a pair of twelves because 
there is more of them instead of a pair of 
sixes which fit him. The country paper 
gives the marketa where the farmer's produce 
is to be sold, Its advertising columns give 
(or should give) the best chance of getting 
bargains, Its columns give reports of 
township council meetings which are as im- 
portant to the farmers as the meetings of 
Parliament. It is true that fow weekly 
local papers are apt to gointo the cheap 
chromo business. ‘There is no surer indica- 
tion that a paper amounts to nothing that 
it has to resort to such moans to bolater up 
its subscription list. Support the local pa-

DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 
MISSIONARY MEETING IN S.MAIK’S CHURCH, 


The Annual Misvionary Meeting was 
held in S. Mark's Church, oa the evening 


of Thursday, Jan. 26th. Key, Rural Dean 
Stanton, Kector of the Parish, presided and 
ina few remarks introduced the members 

of the deputation. Rev. Mr. Scantlebury, 

of Sharbot Lake, was the first speaker. He 

made an earnest appeal on behalf of the ont- 

lying districts of the diocese, showing the 

good work being done by missionaries and 

the need for greater support from old and 

wealthy congregations, Rey, Rural Dean 

Carey, of Kingston, followed in a speech 

replete with interesting information. He 
said the diocese had been in existence some 
twenty-five years. Originally composed of 
46 stations it had increased to 105; from 55 
clergymen to 120, with 125 churches and 45 
rectories and paraonages, and yet some 80 
places without a church of any kind. The 
missionary fund was about $10,000, and this 
year over $11,000 would be required. Out 
of this fund 41 stations were supplied, and 
several of these stations were in old settled 
peneoee of the diocese, More money would 
be required in the future if the Church was 
to hold its own. During the last session of 
the synod a large part of Nipissing territory 
had been included in the diocese. ‘The 
speaker forcibly urged on all the duty of 
enlarged liberality. 

The proceedings of the whole meeting 
were interesting. The music on the oc- 
casion was very good, Mies Millie Ander- 
Son sang the solo ‘* The King of Love, my 
Shepherd is, ” and Mrs. Hillman rendered 
the ‘Vital Spark of Heavenly Flame.” Mrs. 
Hillman presided at the organ with marked 
ability. After the meeting she also, by re 

uest, gave an organ recital and sang ‘' The 
Lost hora ” from Sullivan’s new opera, 
The collection for the mission fund amount- 
ed to $24.75, 


CHRIST CHURCH, TYENDINAGE RESERVE. 


On Sunday morning the meeting was held 
at Christ Church, Tyendinaga Reserve. Not- 
withstanding the bad roa.le there was a fair 
attendance. Rev. G, A. Anderson, the 
Rector, after the usual morning service, in- 
troduced the Rey. Mr. Scantlebury to the 
congregation. Mr. Anderson stated that 
the people of the Reserve were greatly in- 
debted to missionary associations in the old 
land for their present privileges. 1n his 
address he referred to the attachment of the 
Mohawks to the Church in olden times 
when they used to walk to Kingston to be 
married or to get their children baptized. 
He gave some interesting personal exper- 
iences of his own when a missionary in Al- 
goma, He also stated that the children of 
the Reserve Sunday schools contributed 
to the Algoma Mission Fund. 

The Rey. Mr. Scantlebury gave a very in- 
teresting address, He said that in these 
days of entimental religion and fanaticism 
peels should beware of being carried away 

y every wind of doctrine, The Church of 
England, as a branch of the universal 
church, had a work to do in Canada. In his 
missiou at Sharbot Lake there were people 
who had driven all the way to Kingston to 
get their children baptized, thus showing 
their devotion to the church. ‘The mission- 
ary societies in England were doing enor- 
mous work in the colonies, Last year wasa 
marked year. It was the Jubilee year of 
Her Majesty's reign; it was also the year ip 
which they celebrated the centenary of the 
establisliment of the episcopate in the co- 
lonies; and they also had celebrated the 
25th year of the consecration of the bishop 
of the diocese. He gave some importan’ 
facts about the work of missionaries in th 
remote districts and the hardships, includ 
ing among others ‘‘spare bedrooms,” to 
which they were exposed, 
that the offerings this year would exceed 
those of former seasons. Mr. Scantlebury 
also addressed a large congregation at All 
Saints’ Church, at the afternoon services.

A FARMERS’ IN 
HA 


To the Editor of the Tribune. 

DEAR stn:—Why do not the farmers of 
East Hastings meet and organize a farmers’ 
institute? Others ave doing so all around 
ns. Surely, it is not because we are lack. | 
ing the push and energy that they have | 
cast and west of us; but I for one, do not 
think that the reason. It is my opinion that 
we have men in this riding capable of filling 
any of the offices or performing the other 
duties of an institute, as well as in any 
other county of Ontario. Whiy not then 
calla meeting and organize? I give below 
the regulations for forming farmers’ insti- 
tutes, that is, as far as I can remember 
them:—The government grant of $25 to 
farmers institutes is payable subject to the 
following conditions; — 

; (1) That one institute may be organized 
in each electoral district of the Province, 
exclusive of cities. 

(2) That cach institute shall be composed 
of no less than fifty members who shall pay 
a fee of not less than twenty-five cents 
annually. 

(3) That there shall be an Executive cr 
Board of Management consisting of a presi- 
dent, vice-president, secretary und treasurer, 
and five or more directors, and the majority 
of the board shall be practical farmers, 

(4) That the Institute shall héld at least 
two meetings each year in different parts of 
the electoral district for the discussion of 
agricultural subjects, 

(5) That a sum not less than the govern: 
ment grant shull be yoted to each “institute 
by the council of the county in which the 
electoral district is situated, 

The objects of the institute are: — 

{1) To further the material interests of 
the farmers by encouragirg and fostering 
education in relation to their calling. a 

(2) To afford protection to the farmers 
from all encroachments that tnay come from 
other interests of the commonwealth, more 
especially through’ co-operation with the 
Permanent Central fatmers” Institute of 
Ontario, 

(8) To encourage the growth of an im 
proved class of stock; to encoura better 
system of tillage, and further ev branch 
of agriculture in which cur county is inter- 


__ (4) Po conserve and secure the just rights 
ot farmers ju theiv relation to legistators, 
corporations and individual industyies. 

(5) To secure better facilities for the 
taansportation of fgrmer’s produce and by 
this means exterd our markets and open up 
fresh ones, 

Now, Mr. Editor, I have taken up far

Our Big Friend in the Sky. 


The phenomenally cold weather of which 
we have just had a taste, and which has beea 
attended by such frightful circumstances 
of suffering and disaster in the Northwest, 
is well caloulated to impress the fact that, 
but for outside aid, coming to us out of the 
depths of space, we should be unable to 


exist upon this globe of ours for a te 
week, Py hen the continent has been fee 


can look for rescue from the frost. This 
must have seemed overwhelmingly evident 
to those railroad passengers in Dakota who, 
huddling together in single car, hugging 
the stove, and covering themselves as best 
they could with garments, blankets, mail 
bags, and whatever would serve to keep in 
the heat of the body, looked forward de- 
spairingly to the return of the sunshine, 
Mother Earth had no warmth in her bosom 
for them, and two children in the party 
actually froze to death. In summer the sun 
makes those same plains, over which they 
passed with terror and great suffering, pleas- 
ant with grass and flowers ; and yet, so nar- 
row isthe margin of heat supplied to the 
earth, that a few months later, when the 
globe has rolled its northern face slightly 
away from the sun, man must fight a battle 
for his life with the encroaching frost, 

We get a very striking idea of the actual 
situation which we occupy if we make for 
ourselves a microcosmic picture of the sun 
andearth. Leta fiery globe os large as an 
orange, blezing with intense heat and light, 
represent the sun. Then a little particle, 
about one fortieth of an inch in diameter—a 
mere speok of dust, smaller than the small- 
est pin’s head—will represent the earth. 
Let it float at a distance of twenty-six or 
twenty-seven feet from the minature sun 
and slowly revolve around it, Suppose all 
the surrounding space to be airless and ter- 
rifically cold as all interstellar space 
is, and we have before us the actual 
condition of things in the solar sys- 
tem. The little earth, but for the kindly 
rays of the neigt boring sun, would quickly 
freeze to death. It turns all its es in 
rotation toward the sun and gets them 
warmed. It preserves a little heat in its 
atmosphere and by the aid of the vapor 
that the sun raises from. its oceans, and yet 
it is half the time shivering at the touch of 
frosty space. First one hemisphere and 
then the otheris turned to the warming 
blaze of the solar hearth, and the side that 
is turned away must temporarily suffer for 
the comfort that the other side enjoys. If 
the earth didn’t turn on its axis it would be 
baked on one side and frozen on the other. 
It is engaged in a constant effort to keep 
warm, 

And what if the san should withdraw its 
rays? What if the fuel of the solar furnace 
should run low? What if gravitation and 
atomic motion should go on strike? Let 
the astronomers torment their imagination 
with such things. While the sun shines we 
prefer to think of it as never growing dim. 
And next summer people will be won ering 
why in the world it is so hot.

The value of ribbons manufactured at 
St. Etienne, near Calais, is about £3,000,-

ticles, such as plain, black, colored, and 
figured ribbons, velvets, elastic goods, trim- 
mings, braids, cravats, cords, galoons, &c. 
@hese manufacturers employ 18,000 looms 
and 50,000 workmen. The greater pa of 
the looms of St. Etienne are worked by 
hand, and belong to the workmen them- 
selves, who own small factories of from two 
to four looma, 

There are no fewer than 150 female phy- 
sicians practising inNew York ; while more 
than double that number are to be found in 
Brooklyn and the adjacent cities. Their 
prcfessional earnings are in general equal 
to those of the average male practitioner ; 
while not afew of them make an income 
which even a fashionable London physician 
would not be ashamed to acknowledge. 
Quite a number of lady-doctora in New York 
city are known to make their $10,000 a year 
regularly, Some two or three are believed 
to realize, one year with another, an income 
of between $15,000 and $20,000; while one 
princess of the science is stated to shave 
cleared a steady annual income of $25,000 
for some years. £ 

While the consumption in the British 
Islands of other dietetic articles used for 
beverages—tea, coffee, and chicory—showed

blowing the top of his head off. An almost 
identical instance occurred in 1883 at Canter- 
bury, when a waiter named Simmons des- 
troyed himself by exploding guupowder in 
his mouth, 

A more elaborate application of explosives 
to the purposes of suicide and murder com- 
bined was recorded the same year. At 
Dunedin, New Zealand, a clerk named Step- 
henson, who had been separated from his 
wife for some time on account of drunken- 
ness, mot her in the street and exploded a 
dynamite cartridge close to her head, his 
own head being placed at the same moment 
very near to hers. Both were almost com- 
pletely blown off. 


In the year 1884 three suicides of this 
sort were recorded. One was committed in 
Juve at Munich by a soldier of the Bavarian 
field artillery, who had misconducted him- 
self and wished to avoid punishment. He 
loaded a cannon with some gunpowder and 
pieces of iron, and placing himself in front 
of it, fired it. Another cage oocurred in the 
Bois de Boulogne the same month, when a 
man blew himself to pieces by exploding an 
iron box capable of containing about ten 
pounds ofgunpowder, But the most remark- 
able case occurred on thewest coast of Africa, 
The King of Falaha being attacked by a 
Mohammedan force, and finding resistance 
impossible he assembled his family and 
principal officers, and after addressing them 
and intimating his determination never to 
accept Mohammedanism, and inviting those 
who did not agree with him to go away, he 
applied a light to a large quantity of gun- 
powder collected for the purpose, and blew 
the Palace and all who were in it to pieces.

In the latter part of December Mr. P. A. 
Muntz. M. P. for North Warwick, while 
out with the Pytchley found himeelf head- 
ing’ at full speed for an old gravel pit. 
When he spied the hole he was toonear it 
to think of pulling up and so he made an 
attempt to clear it. His horse failed and 
with his driver dropped a distance of forty 
feet.

those mentioned was that of (tnen) Lient.- 
Colonel Moore, 54th Regiment, on June 15th, 
1848. When riding through the Tanraui 
Woods at Dominica, on his way back from 
the Layou river to Morne Bruce. he fell 
down a perpendicular precipice of 237 feet. 
His horse was killed on the spot, and him- 
self miraculously saved without having sus- 
tained any lasting injury, and it is not long 
since I saw the gallant general (now) enjoy- 
ing his dinner at the Junior United Service 
club.” 

The correspondent encloses with the let- 
ter an etching of the spot, showing a very 
steep rocky coast scerery. with a road way 
cut on the side of the cliff high up the hill. 
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A Petroleum Gas Engine. 


The following is translated from Nature 
(Paris): ‘‘ The launch worked by this ma- 
chine is 23 feet long, 5 feet 5inches broad 
and 3 feet deep. It has been running since 
June last from Havre to Tancarville by the 
new canal, making an average speed of 7.5 
knots per hour, There are two cylinders of 
simple action and a fly-wheel in a horizontal 
plane. The cylinders can be worked inde- 
pendently of each other. The petroleum 
steam is produced cold and so without any 
danger of explosion, in a receiving cylinder 
placed next to the engine, and worked by 
the engine itself. This petroleum motor of- 
fers considerable advantages over the steam 
engine. The vessel is started at will, with- 
out any previous generation of steam 
Whilst the vessel is at rest absolutely noth- 
ing is consumed. There is no smoke nor dirt 
of any kind. There is absolately no danger 
of explosion. Perhaps the greatest advan- 
tage is the small weight of burning material 
necessary to carry ; indeed, this motor con- 
aumes about 89 lb. per horsepower per hour. 
Three gallons of the petroleum will last 
twelve hours.”

Twenty-Eight Miles Upon a Single 
Wheel. 


On the occasion of the Hamburger Bi- 
cycle club’s run to Ahrensburg and back 
this stretch of about twenty-eight English 
miles was accomplished upon one wheel by 
Richard Schulz, one of the members already 
well-known as a trick rider, Until now it 
was considered scarcely possible to turn the 
one wheel to any practical use, because it 
requires an immense amount of persever- 
ance to enable one to ride for any length of 
time upoh a machine that affords no rest to 
the rider. Schulz, moreover, took the best 
drivers along at a very good pace, so that in 
spite of the very muddy and soft state of 
the roads, the mile (nearly four and a half 
English miles) was covered in half an hour. 
Even “ gutter stones” and bad paving were 
no hindrance to the one-wheel rider, On 
the way back Schulz showed no trace of 
fatigue, and caused the greatest sensation 
everywhere, Schulz always uses the front 
wheel of an ordinary 52-inch bicycle, fitted 
merely with fork and handle bar,

The Long Distance Trotter. 


A type of horse which we would like to 
have back among us is the old long-distance 
trotter, which is not to be confused with 
the American trotter racer. This old long- 
distance trotter was very common just about 
the time stage-coaches were developed, and 
was a great favorite amongst butchers, 
grazers and others, being indeed indispens- 
able in the purchasing of cattle in those 
days. This style of horse may be simply 
described by a quotation from an old maga- 
zive: ‘*On Monday, July 48, 1787, a trot- 
ing match from Monkbridge, near York, 
to Malton, about 17} miles, was performed 
for a considerable wager, between Mr. John 
Harrison, butcher, and Mr. Simpson, inn- 
keeper, both of York, each riding his own 
mare, which was won easily by the former. 
Mr. Harrison, who was in the sixty-second 
year of his age, and rode 18 stone 12 lb., 
went the distance in one hour, twenty-one 
minutes and a half. Mr, Simpson rode 10 
stone 6lb. Great sums were depending on 
the event of the match.” This was 100 
years ago Jast July. We fancy that a mare 
that can take a man 18 stone 12 Ib., 17} 
miles along a country road would prove a 
very useful one nowadays for most pur- 


poses,

A Philanthropic Indian Prince. 


The Maharajah of Darbhanga, Bengal. has 
established, in connection with Lady Duf- 
ferin’s Medical Aid for Women fund, a 
hospital and dispensary for women at a coat 
to himself of more than $25,000. This bene- 
volent noblemsn during the past eight years 
bas «xpended in philanthrovic works fully 
$1,700,000 ; including the building and en- 
dowment of three hospitals and twenty- 
three schools, the opening of 150 miles of 
roads, and the conseruction of irrigation 
works at thecost of $350,000. When he was 
made a K. CO. J. E. he remitted $150,000 of 
rents to his tenants. In 1882 he cancelled 
all arrears due him in his dominions, 
amounting to over $925,000, and in 1885 he 
remitted $155,000 more. To the Benares 
drainage works he contributed $50,000. He 
is, as might be supposed, a highly educated 
man, 4 fine English scholar and a most loyal 
supporter of the British Empire. 


The Truth of Weather Lore. 


The persistent survival of weather-lore in 
these days of intellectual emancipation is 
not at all remarkable when we consider the 
extent to which the valgar sayings embody 
real truths. A few years ago Messrs, Aber- 
cromby and Marriot embarked on an ex- 
tremely interesting inquiry with a view to 
determine, by actusl comparison, how far 
the popular proverbs express relations, or se- 
quences, which the results of meteorological 
science show to be real. The investigation 
proved that something like a hundred of the 
more popular sayings are. under ordinary 
conditions, trustworthy. Such being the 
case, we need not bs surprised that simple 
country folk prefer familiar couplets to all 
the ‘‘isobars,” ‘‘ cyclones,” and ‘* synchron- 
ous charts,” in the world, If “hills clear, 
rain near,” means the same as ‘the pres- 
ence of a wedge-shaped area of high pres- 
sure, accompanted by great atmospheric 
visibility, is likely to be followed by the ad- 
vance of a disturbance with rain and south- 
erly winds,” which for all practical purposes 
it does, the preference is justified on the 
mere ground of breath economy. The 
thirty-one words demanded by science stand 
no chance against four. 

But it is unfortunate that, along with the 
limited number of folk-sayings founded on 
truth, there has survived a very large num- 
ber founded on the grosrest error. These 
latter have borrowed credence and respect 
from the proved credibility of the others, 
and apparently they are all destined to sink 
or swim together. Hammer as we will at 
certain favorite proverb% which we know to 
be based upon error, itis allin vain. The 
reverence for tradition is too much for us, 


And of all the superstitions, pure and simple, 
which defy our attempts at destruction, 
the most invulnerable are those ascribing 
certain effects to the influence of the moon,

Low as the fee of the winners of Queen's 
premiums appear at £2, there are something 
like forty stallions in the United Kingdom 
advertised at fees varying from one to two 
guineas, They are, however, as a rule, a 
set of unsounds, worthless brutes. Accord- 
ang ite the useful list given in the almanac 
published at the Field office, there are about 
a hundred and fifty sires advertised for half- 
bred mares at five guineas or less, At feea 
varying from £3 downwards there are a 
good many exceedingly well-bred stallions ; 
the pity is that they are not all sound, but 
it may be worth noticing how excellent are 
the strains obtainable at such low fees, 
There are four of these cheap sires by Low- 
lander, whose descendents ought to be pow- 
erful, fast and fine fencers. There are two 
by the celebrated sireSpeculum. There are 
two, again, by Petrarch, who himself earns 
the large fee of 150 guineas; and there is 
an equal cumbor by/Sterling, who receives a 
similar fee. In 1886 the fourteen yearlings 
by Sterling, sold at public auction, averag- 
ed 1,068 guineas each. There are three 
sires, serving at two-and-a-half guineas or 
less, by the fine old grey Strathconan. 
Admirers of the King Tom blood can 
get it, through his son Tom King, cross- 
ed with that of the great birdcatcher him- 
self for £2. The most fashionable of 
all crosses at present is that of Touchstone 
and Birdcatcher, This blood, too, may be 
obtained for a couple of sovereigns through 
Chichester, The same blood evists far more 
directly in the splendidly bred Exminster, 
who is by Newminster out of a Stockwell 
mare, eserves at £3. The same cross 
occurs again in Limestone, a horse with a 
grand back and loius, wheservesat 3 guineas, 
The successful double cross of Touchstone 
can be had for 2} guineas, Althotas by Rosi- 
crusian, ahorse that serves at ahundred'guin- 
eas. Few better horses have ever trod the turf 
than Gladiateur and Fille de l'Air; they 
were mated and their highly-bred son, Can- 
didate is given in marriage for the nominal 
consideration of a couple of guineas, The 
services of a son of the handsome beadman, 
called Carthusian (a big horse with plenty 
of bone), are to be had for £2 103, Florin, 
a horse by Sterling, serves mares, ‘ the pro- 
perty of tenant-farmers of those within 
Baron Rothchild’s hunt ” for nothing. Ten- 
ant-farmers living in the Meynell country 
get the use of Oswestry, a powerful horse 
with splendid blood for hunters, at £1, and 
tenants of his owner pay nothing for it. The 
Duke of Westminster keeps a sire of much 
the same blood in Golden Cross. who stands 
in the Eaton paddocks at a fee of £2. The 
master of the Badsworth houndsonly charges 
£1 for the use of Knight of the Forest, by 
Knight of the Garter out of a Kettledrum 
mare,

In the cotton trade, for 
instance, India is becoming a formidable 
rival of Lancashire. Its exports in cotton 
yarn have increased eighty-three per cent. 
within five years, Its proximity to¥China 
and Japan enables Bombay to interfere ser- 
fously with Lancashire’s command of these 
markets. In 1886 these two countries ab- 
sorbed no less than 80,000,000 Ibs. of Indian 
yarn. In regard to the wheat export from 
India to England, of which so much has 
been said, it Ppbeats that though the United 
Kingdom took twenty per cent. less of 
Indian wheat in 1886-7 than in 1895.6, India 
actually exported between five and six per 
cent, morein the former than in the fate 
ter year. The apparent discrepancy is ex- 
plained by the fact that France, 
notwithstanding her high tariff, took 
large quantities, and a vast expansion 
took place in the export to Italy, where 
Indian wheat is becoming increasingly pop- 
ular, and by reason of its cheapness is mak- 
ing the cultivation of the native product 
unprofitable, An important factor in the 
rapid progress of India is the remarkable 
development of her railway system. Dur- 
ing the year ending March $1, 1887, 1,025 
miles of railway were opened for traffic, 
making the total mileage in operation at 
that date 13,3890.

No one can say with certainty that the 
largest living tree has yet been seen by civ- 
ilized man. Until recently it was supposed 
that the largest race of trees were the Mam- 
moth Redwoods, or *‘ Big ‘T'rees "—Sequoia 
gigantea—of California. There are four 
groups of these—the Calaveras, Mariposa 
and Fresno groups situated in the countries 
of the same name, and another group lately 
discovered on the western flanks of the Sier- 
ra Nevada. They range in diameter all the 
up to 36 and 38 feet, and if their enormous 
buttresses are included, the diameter of the 
largest is even still greater, while in height 
they run from 250 to 450 feet. As the cir- 
cumference is estimated at three {times the 
diameter, the largest of these must be over 
144 feet in girth without including the but- 
tresses around the bottom of ths trunks, 
Travellers tell us, however, that the Euca- 
lyptus of Australia is still larger. Eucalyp- 
tus Bmyedallts; we aro assured, often at- 
tains a height of 480 feet, with a diameter of 
81 feet, indicating a circumference of 243 
teet. It is supposed that still larger speci- 
mens still exist in the unexplored interior of 
Australia,

prices when they reach the market early, 
and no one can afford to lose them. In 
winter the young chicks require much at- 
tention, but itis the extra care required 
that renders them saleable at good prices, 
and whoever expects to make broilers profit 
able must not neglect them. The hen must 
be kept in « dry, warm place, and must not 
be allowed to roam with her brood at this 
season, She must be so situated that every 
chicken can go under her wings whenever it 
desires, as afew minutes’ exposure to severe 
cold will surely prove fatal, sooner or later. 
Never feed chicks during the first twenty- 
four hours after hatching, as the focd sim- 
ply taxes the digestive organs, and gives no 
benefit; as nature makes provision for it. 
Even thirty-six hours is not too long a fast, 
Then crumble hard boiled egg with coarsely 
ground oatmeal, Feed this fcronly one day 
as the eggs cause bowel disease, if continued, 
When the chick is two or three days old, it 
may receive bread soaked in milk, cold rice 
that has been cooked, finely chopped meat, 
chopped onions, and a regular food composed 
of equal parts of ground oats, corm ineal, 
and shorts, with a little salt as seasoning; 
the mixture to be cooked and crumbled for 
them. Do not attempt to raise chicks on 
corn meal, either cooked or raw, as they 
will not thrive upon it alone, unless with 
other food. The young ofall birds feather 
very rapidly from the start, and the chicken 
is no exception; but as the parent birds are 
given animal or insect food, the chicken 
should have a share aiso, at least three or 
four times a week, as well as being fed 
otherwise four times daily. Screenings, fine 
gravel, ground shells, aud bone meal should 
be kept within their reach all the time, and 
as soon as wheat can be eaten it should be 
substituted for the screenings. As damp- 
ness is fatal to chickens, the Reinking water 
must be so given that tho chicken can get 
no portion of its bedy wet, and it should 
be kept growing from the start.—Amierican | 
Agriculturist, 


THE ORCHARD IN WINTER. 


Written Especially for Tue American Reka Hour 
by Hesxy Srewart. 

The orchard is, or should be, the most 
valuable part of the farm. It is not only 
for fruit for domestic use or the market that 
it is so valuable, but a large quantity of the 
frnit may be used with much benefit for 
feeding stock. For this purpose alove an 
orchard wili easily yield as good interest as 
can be got from uny secure investment up- 
on 5200 or $300 an acre. Hence an orchard 
should be most carefully tended and fed, | 
as much so as any other crop of a valuable | 
kind. And the winter season calls for care 
and Jabor among the trees more than at 
any other, for there are many dangers 
to be ‘avoided and many needs to be sup- 
plied. 

Pruning may be done at any time now. 
In doing this work it is better to do too lit- 
tle of it than to do too much, for it is easier 
to cut away any surplus Jeft than to puta 
limb back again, When one is going to 
prune trees a careful study should be made 
ofitto see what should be taken away 
first. When this is done another examina- 
tion will show what else needs to be cut 
away, and by going through the work in 
this way one will generally escape serious 
mistakes, and the small ones will teach 
valuable lessons. 

While pruning the eggs of injurious in- 
sects ehould be looked for and removed. 
The tent caterpiller’s eggs will be found on 
the small twigs neura fork. They appear 
like a knot of dark colored sand glued to- 
gether and covered with a glistening gum- 
mv coating. The most injurious of all or- 
chard pests, the codling moth, is found in 
crevices of the bark in its larva or pupa 
form, the oyster-shell bark louse, another 
pest, is found on the smaller twigs glued to | 
the bark, All these should be removed and 
destroyed. A coat of lime wash will reflect 
the sun's heat and prevent sun scald, and if 
a little carbolic acid is mixed with it, it will 
save the trees from the attacks of rabbits 
and mice. When deep snow covers the 
ground these pests are mostly to ke feared, 
and are to be carefully guarded against by 
trampling the snow firmly about the stems, 
Where the snow has not yet prevented it 
baits may be left out for the mice. A paste 
of corn meal and lard with any kind of a 
common rat poison placed at the bottom of 
1} inch auger hole bored in small blocks of 
wood makes the safest bait for these small 
vermin, Twoor three should be left in 
places about the orchard and covered with a 
sheaf of straw or corn stalks, under which 
the mice will harbor, and in this way the 
trees will be saved. 

It is now an excellent time to top-dress 
the land about the trees. They deserve this 
care and,expenditure. But the manure 
should never be heaped about the stems. 
This is not only usele#s but it is injurious to 
the trees, as it makes a harbor for vermin 
and attracts the sun’s heat, unduly warm- 
ing the bark, which is frozen by a succeed 
ing cold spell and killed. Many trees are 
destroyed in this way; the bark turns black 
and loosening from the wood causes the 
death of the tree the next summer. The 
feeding roota spread in the ground, at least 
as far us the branches do above, so that the | 
manure should be spread evenly around the 
| tree and never be thrown in a heap close to 
it. forthe purpose of a mulch, too, this | 
should be done, becanse mulch is used to 
protect the finer roots, which are several | 
feet from the body of the tree. 

Lhe shell-bark lice are now busy sucking 
| the sap from the tender bark of the small 
| branches, and thus exhausting the trees of 
| the substance which should now be making 
new wood

TERRIBLE TRAGEDY, 


About 4 p.m. on Tuesday the town was 
thrown into a state of great excitement by 
the receipt of u message from Napanee stat- 
ing that Veter Jondreau of this place had 
shot his wife. The excitement was intensi- 
fied by the arrival of the oftivers of che law in 
pursuit of the murderer, and subsequently 
wrought up to fever heat when it was learned 
that the desperate nun had consummated 
the tragedy by taking his own life. The 
facts connected with this sad affuir, are, as 
far as we can learn, about as follows:—Jon- 
dean, or as the name is generally spelled 
here, Shandraw, who would have been 22 
years of age in August, was married in May 
last to Laella, daughter of Mr. Chas, Mc- 
Cullough, of Napance, her age being about 
20 years. For a time they lived together, 
it is said, quite happily, but of late their 
married life for various reasons became 
anything but pleasant. About three weeks 
ago they removed to Napanee where the 
husband was engaged at work on the new 
post-otlice in that town, Their differences 
continued to become more serious and his 
wite refused to live with him any longer. 
On Sunday Shandraw gota livery rig and 
drove his wife up to Deseronto, and it is 
said they quarrelled all the way. He left 
her at his father’s house, but while he was 
putting up the rig, she slipped away to her 
married sister's house in the east end of the 
town. He proceeded to look after her and 
on the ‘vay met his father-in-law with whom 
he had an altercation which ended in blows. 
Going on to the house he found his wife and 
urged her to return, but both she and her 
futher were averse to her returning with 
her husband, Shan@raw was greatly ex- 
cited, and trouble being feared, Chief Gun- 
you Was sent for who persuaded Shandraw 
to go home and settle the mutter at some 
other time. He consented to do so and 
went to his father’s house. He evidently 
brooded over the matter, though not saying 
very much about it, but it was noticed that 
he was labouring under intense mental ex- 
citement. On Tuesday morning he must 
have decided either to bring back his wife 
or failing that to end their disputes by tak 
ing her life and his own, In the morning he 
borrowed a 32 calibre Remington five shooter 
from a young man named Moses alleging 
that he wished to kill a dog, and pur- 
chased a box of cartridge at the Big Store. 
After dinner he told his mother on going out 
to tell his father that if he was not home by 
6:30 p.m. he would come home a corpse, u 
toolish and idle threat as she considered at 
the time. He then endeavoured to get a rig 
at Marvigan’s livery, but Mr, Marrigan 
could not just then oblige him. He came 
back a little after and taking the bostler a- 
side confidentialy showed him the revolver 
and told him he intended to shoot his wife 
and kill himself, This as before was con- 
sidered as anidle threat. He then started 
to walk to Napanee. On the way he shot 
a dog belonging to Jas. Hearns on the Nupa- 
nee voad, The stage overtaking him he took 
passag it, and reaching Nupanee he got 
out wt this end of the town and proceeded 
directly to his father-in-law’s vesidence neay 
the station. He inquired for Mr McCullough, 
but fouad he was notin, He then walked 
inside, where there were only his wife, her 
fourteen yeur old sister anda young man 
named Lasher, He addressed his wife 
saying, ‘‘Luella, will you not come 
home and live with meY” She replied she 
would not He then offered to get a house 
in Napunee and reside there if she would 
consent to live with him, She refused, say- 
ing that he had abused her long enough, 
that he had deceived her, and that she 
would live with her fat) He then ex- 
claimed ** You must live with me, or we 
must part in death” and drawing the revol 
ver fired a shot at his wite who was then 
just turning away from him, The bullet 
struck her in the left shoulder. She fell 
forward on her face, and he ftived again, this 
time without striking her. Her sister im- 
plored him to desist when he turned as if to 
threaten her. He then fired another shot 
which also missed his victim, He then 
rushed from the house, 

In a few minutes word was conveyed to 
the police who immediately started in pursuit 
of their man, A telegram was sent to 

Deseronto to Chief Gunyou asking him to 
inter cept Shandraw who it was thought was 
on his way to Deseronto, The Chiet immed- 
iately drove down as far as Mr, Aylsworth’s 
and waited there, Chief Allen, of Napanee, 
Mr. Scott, of the Beaver, and others drove 
up the ice to Deseronto, but without sesing 
Shandraw. A consultation wus held and it 
was agreed that Chief Gunyou should drive 
down the slash roud, while Chief Allen 
should dvive over the bay to the Fredricks- 
burg side, ‘Lhe latter was informed when 
he got to the other side that Shandraw had 
a few minutes before shot himself through 
the heart and that his body was by the way 
side, 


It appears that after shooting his wife 
Shandvaw precesded to the ice where he 
persuaded e man who was drawing hay from 
the marsh to give him a drive, urging him 
to drive fast as he had a “couple of bottles” 
which the boys in Napance were wishing to 
get from him, He got off when the marsh 
Was reached, and proceeded on foot or on 
passing sleighs to Mr. Petor Shattreau’s 
house on the Fredericksburg side of the bay 
nearly opposite Deseronto, Mr, Shat- 
trean was his unele, and entering the house 
he informed Mrs, Shattreau that be had 
killed his wife and that he was now going to 
kill himself. He told hee to look out of the 
window and see the crowd that were pursu- 
ing but they would not catch him alive. 
It seems the teams he suw on the ice were 
only those of farmers going home from 
market. Mrs. Shattreau, not thinking that 
he meant what he was saying, implored him 
not to talk in that way, He, however, con- 
tinued to reiterave his intention of killing 
himself, and asked her to let his people 
know, ond bo sure and tell the Walmsley 
boys to go tothe sand pit a little distunce 
off and they would find his corpse which 
they were to curry to Deseronto, He went 


outside, tired a shot in the air, and then 
knelt down a few yards from the house and 
in a loud voice prayed his Maker to forgive 
him for the crime already perpetrated a nd for 
the terrible deed he was about to commit 
Lo Nicholas Gault who was passing he made: 
the request that he would carry his body to 
Deseronto, Gault drove on a little distance 
from the now insanely desperate man 
Shandraw placed the revolver againet his 
breast and sent a bullet through his heart, 
expiring immediately, about 5:30 p.m. 
ns Thus ended the fearful tragedy of the day. 
Tue body was shortly afterwards conveyed 
to Deseronto. In the muantime medical aa- 
Siktance was summoned for the injured 
woman. It was for some time thought that 
she would not recover from the effects of tha 
wound, but yesterday she was much easier, 
and it is now thought that she is out of 
danger and her speedy recovery is expected. 
The event naturally made a great commotion 
in Napanee, Deseronto and vicinity where 
all the parties are well known. Much 
sympathy is felt for the parents and families 
of the unhappy victims of the shocking 

tragedy.

OUR EUROPEAN LETTER. 


Lord Lansdowne’s Successor—A French 


Pessimist. 


Lonpon, Feb, 14.—The rumor I quoted 


the other night that Lord Dufferin had re 
signed because he had become convinced 
that home rule was a necessity is not con- 


firmed by his friends, who say it is because 


he is poor and wants to retrench in his ex- 


penses, This sounds like a queer reason 


for a man giving up a post worth $125,000 a 


year. Itis computed that since 1849, when 
he began his cfficial life as o lord in waiting, 
Lord Dufferin has received from the public 
purse over $1,000,000 in salaries on an aver- 
age annually from the beginning of about 
$27,000. Yet no doubt he is poor as peers 
go. Lord Lansdowne, to whom the great 
Indian plum falls, is a millionaire and a Lib- 
eral Unionist. Lord Stanley of Preston, 
who goes to Ottawa, will be Earl Derby if 
he survives his brother, and also vastly 
wealthy. 
M. Deroulede of Paris, comes out in one 
of his visionary declamations. As he repre. 
sents the supposed sentiments of 200,000 
men, his words are worth attention. M. 
Deroulede thinks a war is inevitable and 
wishes that it be not avoided, Ho states 
that not only Berlin and Paris echo the pic- 
turesque phrase of Bismarck to strike so 
that it may be the finish, but that all Europe 
reiterates the same sentiments. Mirabeau, 
he continues, said over 100 years ago that 
the manufacturing of cannon would become 
a national commerce. M. Deroulede thinks 
modern civilization should do something 
more than invent murderous war imple- 
ments and that, to achieve this freedom from 
armed slavery, blood must be spilt. Europe 
has been living for 24 years in this night- 
mare. When this will end none can predict. 
M. Deroulede answers this like Bismarck 
—that the cause of war is always pro- 
found, the pretext always futile. Let it be 
a general war, he resumes, a clearing up 
and at once, to-morrow it possible. It can 
not be said that the chief of the Patriotic 
League does much toward smoothing down 
matters. Other well-known journalists de- 
vote columns to Bismarck’s speech, and find 
therein much to preoccupy their minds re- 
garding tho future stability of the German 
Army after the death of William and dur 
ing the reign of his grandson, as the health 
of the Crown Prince becomes daily more 
delicate. This is why the words of the 
Chancellor give such dismay to France; it 
is because France and Frenchmen geem to ke 
stigmatized, not only for to-morrow, but 
forever. M. Ranc thinks this is the sole 
reason for the trifling weight given to the 
Bulgarian question by the German states- 
man. He calls upon his country to arm 
constantly and persistently, to think of 
nothing else, to be patient, and not to be be- 
trayed into the indiscretion of a first foolish 
step forward.

The Ancient Manuscripts. 

The Manuscripts are copies of the Scrip- 
tures in the original tongues in which they 
were written. The oldest copies of the Bible 
in the world are named respectively the 
Vatican, Sinaitic, and Alexandrine Manu- 
scripts, 

‘The Vatican Manuscript is generally con- 
ceded to bethe most ancient, and for at 
least four or five hundred years it has fain 
in the Vatican Library at Rome, Excellent 
fac-similies may be seen in our chief public 
libraries, The Manuscript iteelf consists of 
over seven hundred leaves of the finest vel- 
lum, about a foot square, bound together. 
From one end to the other it has been travel- 
ed over by some meddlesome scribe of 
about the tenth century, though some of 
the words, as originally written, are per- 
fectly legible after a period of one thousand 
five hundred years. 

The Sinaitic Manuscript is so called from 
the place where it was tound by the great 
German scholar, Dr. Tischendorf, at St. 
Catherine Convent, foot of Mount Sinai, in 
May, 1844, The authorities of the convent 
allowed him to take away about forty sheets, 
as they had only been intended for the fire. 
At a succeeding visit to the convent he 
could only find a single sheet, which contain- 
ed eleven lines of the books of Genesis. 
After fitteen years, during which time he 
had enlisted the sympathy of the Emperor 
of Russia, he returned to the convent with 
a commision from the Emperor. On the 
evening before he left, the steward of the 
convent showed him a bulky bundle, wrap- 
pedinred cloth, Tischendorf opened the 
parcel, and to his great surprise found not 
only fragments he had seen fifteen years 
before, but also other parts of the Old Tes- 
tament, and the New Nastantent complete, 
At length, through the Emperor's influence, 
he succeeded in obtaining’ the precious manu- 
script, which is now in the Library of St. 
Petersburgh, the greatest treasure possessed 
by the Eastern church, 

The Alexandrine isthe youngest of the 
three great manuscripts, and is preserved 
with great care in the British Museum. It 
was presented to Charles I. in A. D., 1628, 
by Cyril Lucar, then Patriarch of Constan- 
tinople, and previously of Alexandria, 

Egypt. _ Having been brought from Alexan- 
dria, it is known as the Alexandrine Manu- 
script. Itisin four volumes, size, ton by 
thirteen inches, and written in double col- 
umns, in “uncial” or capital letters. It is 
nearly complete, and belongs to the end of 
the fourth, or the beginning of the fifth cen- 
tury. Of all the vory ancient manuscripts, 
this is the first that was employed for the 
criticism of the text of the New Testament.

All day and all night the storm 
continued with an intensity impossible to 
describe. The snow was-as fine as flour— 
more properly it might be termed ice dust, 
and was swept along by the wind with such 
force that it would actually penetrate 
through one’s clothing. The air was so thick 
with the flying snow that buildings and 
other large objects close at hand were en- 
tirely concealed from view. To face such a 
storm was out of the question. The only 
safety for any one caught out in it was to 
travel with the wind, 
Many of the incidents told in connection 
with the storm are cruelly pathetic. Think 
of a poor woman struggling to reach her 
home and perishing within 20 feet of her 
own door! A farmer near St. Lawrence, 
Dak., became bewildered in the storm and 
passed within 10 feet of a neighbor’s barn 
without knowing it, and then wandered on 
for three miles before he finally succumbed. 
Another farmer went out to water his 
stock only eight rods away, but was unable 
to find the stable, and after seeking in vain 
for shelter he perished within a stone's 
throw of a noighbor’s house. A similar case 
is reported from near Yankton, where a 
farmer went out to a straw stack, not more 
than a 100 feet from the house, but lost his 
way, and his frozen body was found the 
next morning 10 miles from his home. 
Near Aberdeen, Dak., two men went out to 
attend to some stock a short distance from 
the house. One turned back, frightened at 
the storm; the other insisted he could find 
the way, went on, became 


COMPLETELY BEWILDERED, 


and after groping about blindly for a while, 
part of the time on his hands and knees, 
sank down exhausted and died, At Rush- 
more, Minn., a woman, alarmed at the ab- 
sence of her husband, went out in the storm 
to look for him. She was overpowered by 
the stormand perishe? within 40 feet of 
her own house, Another sad case was that 
of a family living near Sioux Falls, Dak. 
The farmer was caught out in the storm, 
but found a haystack in which he buried 
himself and passed the night safely, His 
wife and son went out to hunt for him and 
both were lost. At Cerro Gordo, Minn., a 
team drove up to a house and it was noticed 
that the driver didnot alight, On going 
out to him.it was found that he was dead— 
frozen stiff in his seat. 

Such area few of the many distressing 
incidents which have occurred to make this 
storm so memorable. There have also been 
many instances of the 


NOBLEST HEROISM AND SELF-SACRIFICE, 


Roland Chambers and his son of nine years, 
living west of Huron, Dak., went out to 
water some cattle and were overtaken by 
the storm. Unable to find their way back, 
the father made a place for the boy in the 
snow and wrapped him up as best he could. 
The boy urged his father to go and look for 
help, but he refused to leave him. They 
remained together during the night, a St, 
Bernard dog with them. ‘Lhe boy was en- 
tirely covered up with snow and says he 
was quite comfortable, though he knew his 
father was freezing, In the morning the 
father was still alive and said to his boy, 
‘Now Johnny, you pray and I'll pray, and 
then I know God will take you through all 


right.” et both prayed, and soon after 
r 


the father breathed his last. The dog 
stood sentry over them and guided the 
searching party to where they lay ; but the 
father had given his life for his son, An- 
other incident is reported from Iowa. A 
young lady, having in charge a lad of twelve 
years, was basely deserted in the storm by 
her companions, two young men, who went 
off and found shelter for themselves, Un- 
dismayed, she wrapped the boy in all the 
extra clothing she had and stayed with him 
until they were rescued, he boy was 
found uninjured, but the young lady was 
terribly frozen, though still alive. A man 
living near Miller, Dak., went out in the 
storm to get a doctor for his suffering boy 
who had met with an accident, He lost 
his way and was frozen to death. The boy 
also perished from the cold and the injuries 
he had received, Miss Jacobsohn, a school 
teacher near St. Olaf, Minn., started home 
with a little girl and both perished. When 
found the teacher was clasping the little 
girl in her arms, having wrapped the folds 
of her:dreas around her, and a smile was on 
her ‘face. 


THREE DAYS OF AWFUL AGONY, 


A recent despatch tella of the heroic self- 
sacrifice of George Patrick, a young school 
teacher in an 1solated district about forty 
miles north of Mandan, D. T, His school 
consisted of five pupils, On the day the 
blizzard began raging, rather than brave its 
fury he concluded to remain over night in 
the school-house, expecting that the storm 
would cease before morning. But the fol- 
lowing day it raged fiercer than ever and the 
little school house standing all unprotected

Quebec. 


The out-door life of Quebec surprises a 
atranger from a more southern climate. 


Having in mind the furious temposts of a 
Canadian winter, when very often neither 
man nor beast is safe out-doors, he fears 
that suffering or even death is frequently 
met here when one leaves the house. And 
certainly Nature looks int» Quebeo with un- 
common freedom ; the entire dome of the 
sky, rising from o vast expanse of waters, 
plains, and mountains, is visible from many 
parts of the town; so that when the sun 
shines in this exceptionally clear Northern 
air he beams on everything, in a great rustic 
effusion rare in a city sun ; you almost take 
the firing of the mid-day gun for his uni- 
versal guffaw, ‘rolling through the cloud- 
lesssky. Then when a gale swoops down it 
bears in upon you familiarly, even witha 
terrible eagerness and ferocity ;and I tancy 
too that the moon and stars hover close about 
Quebec, for when I go out on a clear night 
they stare with large-eyed wonder—as well 
they may, at a rear view of such a creature! 
But the Canadian winter, excepting during 
a tempest, isa season full of comforts and 
enjoyments ; for business sleeps, the Low- 
er Town seems empty, and life turns 
either to frolicsome out-door sports—for 
which the good air furnishes abund- 
ant vigor—or to warm and intimate 
social pleasures, Even if the thermo- 
meter be as low as ten degrees below 
zero, you will often find the children out- 
doors—cherubic bundles of fur and wool 
wallowing in the snow as if it were hay, the 
babes in their little sleds, and people out 
snowshoeing, skating in the rink, or driv- 
ing in their cozy ‘‘ carioles ;” the horses 
may be silvered over with frost, and your 
own eyelashes laden with globules of ice, or 
now and then you may have to rub your 
nose with snow to warm it after freezing ; 
but, as a rule, everybody is very comfort- 
able in furs, with the help of moderate 
exercise. This French people in America 
seem to have overcome the dependence of 
their blood ona warm, sunny climate ; they 
walk the streets in any weather with a com- 
fortable, moderate, often perhaps a mincing 
gait, while their English friends stride over 
the snow with a martial earnestness. The 
poor hackmen have the hardest experience ; 
ia fur caps, and long buffalo coats with 
ccllars coming up to the top of their heads, 
they look like bears masquerading as 
men; they tighten the national red sash 
about their waists, stamp their feet, swing 
their arms, and keep up a continual scuffl- 
ing and joking to shorten the tedium of their 
long hours ; and I should not omit to add 
that their rubicund noses promise well to 
defy the frost, In braving the gloom and 
ferocity of a winter storm the city has a 
certain savage as well as pathetic aspect; a 
north-east gale comes up the St, Lawrence 
in bounding gusts, and scaling the cliffs of 
Cape Diamond, throws the snow back de- 
fiantly into the sky; and the battlements 
shake out hoary manes from their crests. 
But the human elements of the scene are 
more timid; the little houses crouching 
down into the snow-drifts look like tattere 

toques with tassels of white smoke floating 
out on the wind: mercy on any poor soul 
that cannot escape the snow-laden gusts, 
cutting as a sand-blast ! with bowed heads, 
and occasional turning about to catch a 
breath, even the well-clad hurry on, and 
like silent phantoms soon flit out of sight 
into the white obscurity. When the brood- 
ing gloom settles over the city at twilight 
the bugle throws its cheery notes into the 
arctic silence of the glacis ; as you struggle 
along the ramparts the Angelus rings from 
over the monastery wall, wnile the cannon 
point to the night approaching over the 
mountain-tops.

The Cemmittce System. 

To those accustomed to the freer methods 
of the British and Canadian Parliaments it 
seems strange that a people priding them- 
selves on their absolute self government can 
be content with the Committee system of 
the American Congress, Under that system 
no bill can come up for consideration in the 
House until it has been reported by the 
Special Committee to whom it is referred. 
As the Speaker has the naming of all special 
committees, itis clearly in his power to 
shut off discussion of any measure to which 
he and his party may be unfriendly, by tak- 
ing care that the committee to which it shall 
be referred shall contain a hostile majority. 
Thus it results that the fate of many a bill 
which might be influentially supported, or 
even have a majority of the representatives 
in its favour, is determined by the Speaker 
in announcing his committee at the opening 
of the Session, It may be urged, of course, 
in favour of the Committee system, that 
much time is saved by preventing prolong- 
ed and useless discussion of measures 
which could not possibly pass the House, 
This is a consideration of much weight. But, 
on the other hand, it by no means follows 
that because the final rejection of a bill is 
certain, the time spent in ita discussion is 
necessarily wasted, Most great reforms 
have beon at first supported by small minor: 
ities. Free discussion in the hearing of all 
the people is the prime condition of Nogialis 
tive progress, and one of the best safeguards 
of national morality, While tho eyes of all 
who are in favour of some moasure which 
they think of great importance to the wel- 
fare of the common wealth are turned to 
the Speaker as the man in whose handa is 
the virtual decision of the question, they 
muat feel that something is wrong with tho 
machinery of government. When they 
turn away disappointed, realizing that their 
measure is doomed by the personnel of the 
Committe, it is hard to see how they can 
rosist the conclusion that notwithstanding 
the boasted freedom of their institutions, 
thoy aro still toa considerable extent under 
® Ono-man government,

So I think the 
remedy would be worse than the disease. I 
think it is very eruel to transport the poor, 
little birds over three thousand miles from 
their native home, and then treat them so 
harshly. Some charge the sparrow with 
cruelty to dur native birds, But where are 
our native birds? All gone south, where a 
great many of our debtors go, excepting now 
and then a blue jay, which has about as 
much melody as a cracked jews-harp. We 
all know how difficult it hus heen to raise 
small fruits and a good many vegetubles on 
account of 80 many insects. Our native 
birds seem to have so much pride and dig- 
nity about them thut they will not stoop to 
do any low, dirty werk. The sparrow cer- 
tuinly destroys thousands of insects. A 
gentleman watched two parent birds carry- 
insects of different kinds to their young, and 
by actual count they bronght near three 
hundred insects in a vevy little time. The 
pirates: danger to the sparrow seems to be 
located in Belleville, t scems a legal gen- 
tleman in Belleville owns a farm or two in 
Sidney, and the sparrows huve been tres- 
passing and eating wheat, so the gentleman 
thinks of arming a battalion of small boys 
with shot guns, but thinks it would be too 
expensive.

Farm Law, 


We often have letters asking questions in 
relation to farm law, adapted to various 
localities. In cases where local questions 
intervene, reference must, of course, be had 
to State laws operative thereto. As cover- 
ing some point relative to highway law, of 
@ general character, Austin’s Farm Law 
Bays : 


‘A deed of a farm bounded on a highway | w 


gives to the farmer the title to the center of 
the road, and he has the exclusive right to 
the soil, subject to the right of passing in 
the public, He can maintain an action 
against any person who digs up the soil or 
cuts down any trees growing on the side of 
the road, or deposits wood, wagons or other 
things thereon, He may carry the water 
in pipes under the highway and use the 
grass, trees, stones, sand, or anything of 
value to him which are in his half of the 
road, subject to the right of the public to 
travel over the highway. The farmer can 
maintain an action against any person who 
cuts his trees on the highway in order to 
move buildings, The fact that the owner 
has obtained permission from the town would 
not exempt him from liability. And no 
person hasa right to hitch his horse toa 
tree which stands on the roadside, or pick 
up fruit which has fallen upon the ground 
from the same.

At three 
cents per pound this means $240 per acre to 
the grower. Some grow larger crops than 
this average, and realize $300 per acre in 
the sales. 

‘The wool-growers of Sonoma and Mendo- 
cino counties, California, have adopted res- 
olutions unanimously demanding that the 
duties on wool be antouched, in order to 
keep up the present rate of good wages, and 
to protwect the country from the product of 
the pauper labor of Europe, 

Much has been said about feeding skim- 
milk to pigs, and its value for that purpose, 
And now a writer,in the London (Eng.) 
Provisioner states that, according to his own 
experience, skim-milk is worth, for pig 
rearing and feeding, from 14 to 2 conte per 
gallon, ‘providing that care is taken to give 
the pigs other food which contains a good 

roportion of fat, of which skim milk is 

eficient. This isa higher estimate of its 
value than we remember to have seen made 
by any American authority. 


In relation to preventing young apple 
trees from bark bursting from sun scald, 
Mr. E. B. Brown, Calhoun Co., Ill., writes ; 
Have them marked before being taken from 
the nursery, and set them in the orchard 
with the same side to the sun, that was ex- 
posed thereto in the nursery. Do not cut 
any of the lower limbs in trimming, leaving 
them to shade the body of the young tree, 
This has been successfully tried in Calhoun 
Co., lil. In after years the lower limba can 
be gradually removed without injury to the 
trees,

dies unless relief is quickly given, If the 
temperature of the body is lowered ten de- 
groos death is sure to follow quickly, The 
raising or lowering of the temperature by 
two or three degrees indicates fave in the 
one case or chill in the other, Tho waver 
taken into tho stomach must be warmed 
there to correspond to the heat of the body. 
Water taken into the stomach at 32° shocks 
the system to such a degree that often seri- 
ous resnlta follow, This is most easily seen 
in the shrinking of the milk. It is, however, 
fully as detrimental with feeding animals, 
Hence dairymen, especially who have once 
heated the drinking water for cows in win- 
ter, never discontinue the practice, It 
really costa less to heat the drinking water 
artificially then in the fat-producing food 
fed the animal, for it is by the combustion 
of food containing starch, sugar, gum or oil, 
that the animal heat is kept up. Some 
dairymen now whon they use chopped feed 
give it warm, When we reflect that much 
the larger proportion of the daily food of 
farm animals is consumed in A up the 
daily waste, in winter, the value of givin 

the animals water so modified that it will 
not chill the system will be fully appreciated.

The Hirondelle is 104 feet long, 11} feet 
draft and 200 tonw divplacement. Her re- 
turn voyago from Newfoundland to France 
was made in twelve days, The Prince 
says: ‘Anticipating a rough sea on the 
Banks of Newfoundland, I had housed her 
topmast and two yards. I prepared in ad- 
vance, for the purposes of this experiment 
two sacks, made.of sail cloth, each holding 
about three gallons, with nets made of cord 
to hold the sacks and protect them from 
chafing ; also two galvanized iron receivers in 
which to keep the sacks ready for use, I 
used the oil for the firat time on the morn- 
ing of July 29, in latitude 43 deg. 35 min. 
N., longitude 46 deg, 25 min. V., heading 
for Newfoundland. The wind was strong 
from the S. W., with a sea that forced us to 
take the port tack, The sea was runnin 
high, threatening to sweep our decks, an 
ut out to the windward a hemp sack 
filld with porpoise oil. Immediately the 
oil began to spread the sea decreased per- 
ceptibly, About three gallons of oil ran out 
in an hour and a half and running so freely 
because the new sack had not been previous- 
ly wet. August 19, in latitude 50 deg. 35 
min. N., ani Me 43 deg. 34 min. W., 
wind W. iepat we ran into a violent 
tempest, ship; great seas, and the sailors 
were dangerously knocked about, From 
3. p. m, fearing for our safety, I put the 
oil in place, and from that time no an- 
noying incident occurred. Ina short time 
our deck was dry, although we were flyin 
at a speed of twelve knots, leaving behin 
us aamooth wake of oily aspect. In the 
evening the sea stove in our starboard bul- 
warks a length of sixteen feet and washed 
over us again, At this time the sacks which 
we had neglected were empty. We filled 
them again, and at once enjoyed a new per- 
iod of calm, which continued until che di- 
minution of the tempest. We used but about 
three gallons of oil inthree hours. On the 
mornin, of August 23, in latitude 49 deg, 10 
min. N., longitu¢e 28 deg. 15 min. W., 
wind W., our little schooner ran into a cy- 
clone. From noon until 9 p,m. the wind 
blew a gale. Two hours later, the sea being 
very heavy, we placed a sack to windward, 
and when the oil ran the vessel seemed pro- 
tected, by an invisible barrier against the 
furious waves which crashed one over the 
other until near her, but at the worst of the 
hurricane, from 4 to 8p.m., the sea broke 
over her decks many times, A single sack 
did not suffice, and I hesitated to double the 
consumption, as our supply was low, and we 
had still 900 miles to run in a very uncer- 
tain season, At daybreak the wind still 
blew fresh from W. S. W., and our vessel 
was laboring heavily, I determined to run 
before the wind, but that manmuvre being 
@ very dangerous one, I put out a sack sey: 
eral minutes before letting go, and while 
we hoisted the standing jib a quantity of 
oil was put overboard, The Hirondelle came 
out of this last, but not least difficulty hand- 
somely. In two of these occasions it seems 
possible ‘to offirm thatoil, though sparingly 
employed calmed the violence of the sea,’

Italian Military Beloons. 


Captive balloons for the Italian army in 

Abyssinia haye been made in Paria under 
the supervision of Count Pecori Gerardi, 
Director of the Italian Aeronautic Service. 
They are lighter than those hitherto used 
for purposes of military reconnaissance, 
being only 331 cuble metres in volume in- 
stead of 500, and having a diameter of eight 
metres, This reduction of size renders it 
unnecessary to have a steam engine to work 
the windlass on which the rope holding the 
balloon captive is wound. Six hundred 
men are sufficient for the purpose, and in 
case of need even the windlass may be dis- 
pensed with. Count Pecori Gerardi has 
alsoobtained a balloonin England whioh, with 
& volume of 180 cubic metres, can raise an 
observer 500 metres high. Itis made of gold- 
beater’s skin of great strength, the net and 
rope being of silk, and the car weighing 
only two to threo kilogrammes. The use 
of the velepbons to speak from the car to 
the ground, or even to the quarters of the 
commanding officer, by producing the num- 
ber of observers, has tended to diminish the 
size and weight of captive military balloons. 
Count Pecori Gorardi has, in addition, adop- 
ted a small balloon of 50 cubic metres for 
signalling at night, by means of electric in- 
candescent lamps, placed ontslde the bal- 
loon and in front of a reflector. This mode 
of fixing the lamps has been preferred, be 
cause the shell of the balloon, though trans- 
lucent, is not very clear, and would cut off 
great part of the light were the lamps en- 
closed within it, as is sometimes done. 
A Morse key to make” and “ break’ 
the current is part of the outfit; so is an 
aspirator to transfor the gas from one bal- 
loon to another, The gas is made at Naples 
and sent to Massowah in light steel tubes, 
each containing 4,000 litres ina volume of 
32 cubic metres, and at a pressure of 220 
etmospheres, These tubes will be carried 
on camels in the dosert tracks and on mules 
among the mountains, The weight of tubes 
neccessary is leas than the weight of zinc, 
acid and water requisite to supply the gas 
by chemical means on the spot. It iv ex- 
pected that the balloon will not only be useful 
in Abyssinia for purposes of strategy but 
also im disconcerting the enemy,—[ omnlon

OLD TIME CANADIAN 
GRIZZLIES. 


In the following lively article from 7he 
New York Sun, the writer seems to be un- 
der the impression that the Province of 
Manitoba extends to the Rocky Moun- 
fains :-— 

“ As enormous and formideblo a beast as 
is the grizzly bear that has its range in 
haunts in the United States it is fur ex- 
coeded in size and ferocity oy the bear of 
the samo family that makes its home in the 
bleak and wild hills of Manitoba,” said Mr, 
J, H. Inman, formeily, a fur contracting 
agent of the Hudson Bay Company in thac 
territory. ‘*I do not know any reason why 
the grizzly bear of the Manitoba-Rockies 
should grow s0 much larger than the grizzly 
of the same mountains in the States, but a 
long experience in hunting these bears in 
their respective localities has proved to me 
that such is the fact. I never killed or 
trapped a grizzly south of Manitoba that 
measured more than seven and a half from 
nozzle to tail, with probably the same 
girth, or one that weighed more than 
1,200 pounds, {[t was no rare thing, at 
least ten years ago, to be confronted in the 
solitudes of Manitoba by one of these mons 
ters nine feet in length, nine in girth and 
with a bulk of 1,600 pounds ormore, When 
a Manitoba grizzly throws itself on its great 
haupches and rises up betore a hunter, it 
towers often tive or six feet above him, jand 
it takes a brave man to stand in that most 
formidable presence, with steady nerves and 
acool head, Ihave more than once dis 
covered the measuring marks of a grizzly’s 
front claws on the bark of a tree trunk, 

SEVENTEEN FEET FROM THE GROUND, 

Imagine coming suddenly upona beast like 
that in some deep ravine or some isolated 
spot almost impassable with down timber, 
andsurrounded by rocks and thick under- 
brush. The sight of his great jaws, open 
and red, and his eyes flashing in fury at 
you from the enormous head that towers so 
far above you, is something only to be ap- 
preciated when once seen. 


of the groat brute that would crush him to 
death at the next blow of his terrible paw, I 
knew that his life depended on my course, 
Mechanically I sprang forward, and, placing: 
the muzzle of my rifie almost in the bear's 
right ear, as he stood glaring at and gloating 
over his victim, 
PULLED BOTH TRIGGERS. 

No more effective shot was ever fired, 
The heavy bulleta ploughed through the 
grizzly'’s brain and forced the top of his 
great head off like the lid of a kettle. The 
hugo brute, although he must have died al- 
most instantly, actually remained standing 
for at least a minute, as he stood when 1 
fired, one immense paw raised to give the 
fatal blow to his prostrate victim, and at 
Jnst fell over by the side of Jecques, with 
one fore leg thrown across the hunter's 
breast. The gigantic Halfbread was uncon- 
scious, and remained so for several minutes. 
Hibs left side had beem crushed by the bear's 
second charge, and he poor ellow was 
bruised and torn shockingly in other places, 
I got him safely to our quarters, and it was 
a month before he got around again, He 
was terribly disfigured, the one side of his 
face being a ghastly scar, but he recovered 
his former strength, and the last I ever 
heard of him he was still hunting grizzlies, 
and many had fa)len under his deadly aim 
since his close call in the paples woods, the 
time my timely shot saved his life, 

‘While I believe that a grizzly bear will 
iu a majority of cases wait for a fight with a 
man, and take pains to get in the way of 
one, there are times when it will seer to 
think better of it and back out. A remark- 
able instance of this kind I heard of once, 
where, a famous Manitoba guide courage- 
ously advanced upon three grizzlies, an 
old she one and two half-grown young 
bears, and by a series of ridiculous

and acrobatic manceuvres on the ground 
within a rod or two of the bears filled them 
with such astonishment and apparent fear 
that the three retreated into the woods 
with all rapidity. The guide’s gun had

that the Hudson Bay Company annually 
secured many hundreds of their skins from 
he hunters and Exper, but they are now 
quite a rarity, and I doubt if one can be 
seen without a tedious journey of at least 
500 miles into tho interior of the territory. 
They have met almost as hard a fate as the 
buffalo, although from the nature of their 
haunts and the difficulties attending the 


hunting and trapping of them, they, like 
the Manitoba mooge, will never become ex- 
‘tinct. I believe the moose, although it re- 
quires the flesh of at least 2,000 to supply 
the military stations alone in the Territory 
with fresh meat every year, is as plenty in 
his wild retreats as he has been at any time 
since the great fur and pelt hunting inroads 
on the game animals of the Territory were 
begun. 

Unce, in company with a Half-breed 
named Jacques, I come in one of my tramps 
suddenly into an opening in a piece of 
poplar forest, which is among the most 
abundant of timber about the base of the 
Manitoba Rockies, and the opening had 
previously been taken possession of by 
about as big a grizzly bear as I had ever 
eeen. My conpanion was

muscles and sinewr. I don’t believe he ever 
knew what fear was, and was as calm and 
unmoved in the presence of an infuriated 
grizzly as he would have been with a dying 
coyote, At the same time he had the 
caution and hesitation of all good half-breed 
hunters in attacking a grizzly, and at once 
looked for every point of vantage in the 
surroundings, in case we should be com- 
pelled to come to close Guarters with the 
bear. Our appearance in the opening had 
been a surprise to the bear, which was 
engeged in tearing with its great front 
claws a decayed log to pieces in search of 
grubs—a curious paradox in nature, an en- 
ormous, fierce, formidable beast, with power 
to tear to pieces the largest buffalo bull 
with a few blows of its claws, digging in 
rotten timber for the smallest insect life 


and feeding upon it, After recovering 
from its first surprise the bear towered alott 
on its hind feet, and relieved itself by 
several roars that were not reassuring for 
our comfort, Itthrew its forepaws straight 
up above its head, and for an instant stood 
as if about to charge fiercely upon us, It 
probably had such intention, but as it stood 
erect, a vulnerable and vital part exposed 
—of which parte there are few on a grizzly 
bear—Jaoques took cooland quiet aim, and 
sent a ball into the vitals of the huge bear, 
which gave two or three powerful blows 
with its forepaws on the wounded part, ac- 
companying them with its well-known roar 
or howl, and fell dead without moving out 
of its tracks. The bear had hardly touched 
the ground, Jacques’ rifle being still raised 
in readiness to pour a second charge into 
the animal's body if the first had not 
proved sufficient, when there came a lond 
crash off to our right in the brush, and be- 
fore either of us was prepared for what fol 
lowed it, I saw my half-breed guide raised 
clear from his feet.

second grizzly had keard the cries of the one 
Jacques had shot, and, notwithstanding the 
allegations made by most writers on the 
habits of the grizzly bear that one of them 
will not Sauna attack & man, came 
dashing to the spot, and had not waited to 
look into the cause of the trouble, but had 
taken a hand in at once by an attack on 
Jacques that had been most effective.

tain lion away by similar absurd movements, 
and he found that it worked to perfection in 
the case of the bears, although he did not 
encourage any one to go hunting grizzles 
armed with nothing more than a capacity 
to turn somersaults, 

‘“When there were buffalo on the plains 
the Manitoba grizzlies were great hunters 
of them. When a buffalo and a grizzly 
met there was always sure to be a; con- 
test, but it seldom lasted long, and the 
buffalo was usually the victim, The buffa- 
lo would charge upon the bear, which 
awaited the onset of his foe erect on his 
haunches, As the buffalo dashed upon him 
the bear threw himself aside, and witha 
blow as quick as lightning with one of his 
forepaws seldom failed to break his antag- 
onist’s neck, A grizzly bear has beeoa 
known to engage in quick succession four 
and even five big buffalo bulls, and to kill 
every one of them, It frequently happen- 
ed, however, that some younger and more 
active bull than his companions succeeded 
in evading the fatal blow of the grizzly’s 
terrible forepaw long enough to give in 
turn a fatal thrust with his horn in the 
bear’s side, puncturing the vitals, and mak- 
ing of the contest a mutual slaughter.”

The Deadly Bitzzard—How it Works De 


struction to Both Man and Beast—Where 
is Its Home ? 


A correspondent who has recently visited 
the scene of the late blizzards writes as fol- 
lows :—The day [ left Chicago, Jadge J. F. 
Kinney, Indian Agent, Yankton, Dakota, 
orrived in Nebraska after nine days’ travel 
by rail in there blizzards, the last five days 
averaging Only six miles a day, and tele- 
graphed to an acquaintance of mine in Chi- 
cago that in only one county of Dakota 160 
lives were known to be lost, and that over 
1,000 had perished in Dakota alone, Up to 
this time only 235 deaths had been reported 
to the Chicago papers from the whole bliz- 
zard region, which includes Minnesota, Da- 
kota, Nebraska, Kansas, and the whole 
western plains beyond, From what I know 
of this region and the severity of the storm 
Tam satisfied that not lees than 3,000 human 
beings and over a million dollars’ worth of 
live stock were in those ten days of blizzard 
sacrificed to the ice king—an insatiable mon- 
ster, much more to be dreaded than the erl- 
king of Teutonic legend. During this fear- 
ful trip, Judge Kinney says, as the coal ran 
ow and other fuel became exhausted, the 
passengers crowded into one car, and the 
men gave to the women and children their 
outer garments, and even wrapped children 
in the mail sacks. In spite of all, two 
children in their car froze to death, But 
this was nothing as compared to the mortal- 
ity of those caught in the open air by the 
bbzzard blasts, A Mr. Clark and his wife 
Were going in a sleigh to Yankton when the 
blizzard struck them, ‘Taeir horses refused 
to tucethe storm, They turned loose the 
horses, fastened themselves together with a 
leather strap, and went before the wind— 
anything to peep lia motion—till they came 
to ahaystack, to this they burrowed and 
stayed all night. Inthe morning, discover- 
ing a house near by, Mr, Clark crawled to 
it on his hands and knees (he was too badly 
frozen to walk) and sent assistance to his 
wife. When itarrived she was dead. A 
Mr. Chambers and his boy lost their way 
within half a mile of home. He saved the 
boy's life by burying him in the snow, but 
perished himselt. Phe boy says his father 
kept calling for help all night, and only died 
one hour beforea rescuing party reached 
them. ‘The boy was not badly frozen, 

A farmer started to water his flook—only 
& few rods from the house—became blinded 
by the fine frozen particles that filled the 
air, lost his way, determined to keep in mo- 
tion, and walked upon the open prairie all 
the next night and the following day to 
find his house, and was rescued twenty 
miles from his home. Others, in similar cir- 
cumstances, walked in a circle all night and 
saved their lives by violent exercise, know- 
ing that it was death to stop. The Indiane 
in that region seem to understand this bet- 
ter than the whites, for of all caught in the 
late blizzard, while out hunting, not one, 
was known to be lost. 


One man started on horseback to ride 
home against the blizzard. It was only a 
mile away, but when the horse came up to 
the frontdoor, the wife opened it only tofind 
her husband sitting upright in the saddle, 
frozen stiff—an equestrian statue more 
ghastly than the one that frightens Lepor- 
ello in ** Don Juan,” 

Tn a new hamlet upon the open prairie a 
school mistress about noon saw signs of the 
coming blizaard, and dismissed her flock and 
warned them to hurry home.
